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CONSTRUCTION  OF  PARKING  LOTS  GETS  UNDERWAY 


With  bulidozeis,  diit  movers, 
and  grading  machines  clearing  the 
way  lor  the  black  topping  that  is 
to  follow,  sections  ot  the  campus 
are  being  cleared  away  and  leveled 
to  grade  for  the  thirteen  parking 
areas  being  constructed  on  the 
campus. 

Pictured  above  is  a  bulldozer 
leveling  the  mounds  on  the  north 
and  east  side  of  the  drive  that  goes 
by  Caldwell  Hall  and  Warren 
Easton  Hall.  Many  persons  have 
bemoaned  the  fact  that  the  "Indian 
Mounds"  are  being  removed.  The\ 
have  beer  of  the  opinion  that  these 
mounds  are  Indian  in  origin,  but 
the  fact  is  these  are  not  Indian 
mounds  at  all.  The  original  hill, 
on  which  Caldwell  Hall  is  con- 
structed, once  extended  out  be- 
yond the  present  terraces.  In  order 
to  save  the  trees  that  were  growing 
there,  when  a  driveway  was  built 
by  Caldwell  Hall,  the  dirt  sur- 
rounding the  base  of  the  trees  was 
left  there  in  the  form  of  mounds. 
The  remainder  of  the  dirt  was 
moved  and  used  to  level  up  the 
grounds  between  the  so-called 
Indian  mounds  and  the  railroad 
tracks.  Had  these  been  real  "In- 
dian Mounds,"  they  would  have 
been  preserved,  parking  space  or 
no  parking  space. 


In  addition  to  the  parking  areas'^ 
being  constructed,  Sibley  Drive 
will  be  extended  to  the  Many  High- 
way. Present  plans  call  for  the 
driveway  to  pass  by  the  Home 
Economics  Practice  Cottage  and 
intersect  the  main  highway  near 
"D"  Frame  building.  This  drive 
will  permit  traffic  from  the  west 
to  enter  the  campus  and  drive 
directly  to  the  Mens  Gymnasium 
or  the  football  stadimn  for  basket- 
ball and  football  games.
